RESPONSE TO ELECTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Office Action dated July 20, 2009, please consider the above- 
identified U.S. patent application in light of the election of species IV (Fig. 9A) with 
traverse. 

It is asserted that the species lack a same or corresponding special technical 
feature because the species can be described in sufficient detail to allegedly avoid overlap. 
In response, it is respectfully submitted that all of the species have the same or 
corresponding special technical feature which is the combination of a writing member 
provided with a writing tip and a clamping device connected to the writing device 
adapted to clamp the writing member in an edge area of a flat material, and in which the 
clamping device has first and second elongated legs extending substantially parallel to an 
facing edge of the writing member, the writing member and the clamping device taking a 
fixed position relative to each other, ends of the legs being bendably connected to the 
writing member near the writing tip, and the writing tip being situated outside of the area 
of the clamping device. 
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The separation of species IV and XVII is respectfully submitted to be particularly 
inappropriate in that species XVII includes the entirely of species IV. 

Withdrawal of the requirement is respectfully solicited. 

To be complete, it is stated that claims 1, 3, 8, 11, 15, 16, 20-22 and 33-39 are 
readable on the elected species.
